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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed method for the treatment of an easily polymerizable compound or its liquid is 
neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of record: Hardison (US 
5,296,205 03-1994), Nishimura et al (US 6,620,969 09-2003) and Leva et al (US 
4,814,117 03-1989). Applicants have persuasively argued (Amendment, Page 8, 
lines 4-15) that Hardison does not teach or fairly suggest reversing the order of 
column packing and that therefore one of ordinary skill in the art would not have 
conceived that reversing the order of packing could produce the instantly claimed 
method. The instantly claimed method is therefore patentable over the closest prior 
art: Hardison, Nishimura and Leva. 

NOTE: The instant application is being allowed for the reasons indicated above. 
Applicants' argument that Nishimura et al (US 6,620,969 09-2003) was not prior art 
due to the common assignment of Nishimura and the instant application was found 
unpersuasive. The record of the instant application does not reflect such common 
assignment.
